John Owen (1616-1683), a Pu r­ 
itan, was the leader of the Non­ 
conformists in England and was 
recognized as a great scholar, 
like most writers of that time, 
he wrote at great length, b u t in 
his b ook there are passages of 
power and b eau ty. 
“The Old Testament may b e 
likened to a chamb er richly fu r­ 
nished b u t dimly lighted,” wrote 
B. B. Warfield in an article on 
the Bib lical Doctrine of the Trin­ 
ity. “The introdu ction of light 
b rings into it nothing which was 
not in it b efore; b u t it b rings 
ou t into clearer view mu ch of 
what is in it b u t was only dimly 
or even not at all perceived b e­ 
fore.” 
In the following manner Owen 
throws light u pon what he calls 
“the old creation”: “God at first 
created ou t of nothing this whole 
inferior glob e; the material mass 
of earth and water b lended. This 
mass b eing thu s formed and 
mixed, 'the Spirit of God moved 
on the face of the waters.’ The 
word moved signifies a gentle 
motion, like that of a dove over 
its nest, to commu nicate vital 
heat to its eggs, or to cherish its

Rome, Feb . 4 (AP)—Diplomatic 
representations b y United States

failed today to halt Italian press 
attacks on President Roosevelt. 
As the Fascist grand cou ncil 
prepared for a meeting tonight 
with Premier Mu ssolini—which 
may b ring important disclosu res 
on foreign policies—b itter editor­ 
ial reaction was expressed con­ 
cerning the President’s state­ 
ment describ ing as a lie a report 
that he had said America’s fron­ 
tier was on the Rhine. 
Similar attacks Thu rsday and 
Friday led Amb assador Phillips 
to requ est an explanation from 
Foreign Minister Cou nt Galeazzo 
Ciano. Foreign circles interpret­ 
ed the step as the equ ivalent of a 
protest against personal slu rs on 
the President in the government- 
controlled press. 
(A Washington State Depart­ 
ment official said Phillips took 
the step on his own initiative 
and that it was a diplomatic rep­ 
resentation, not a protest.) 
* ll Popolo Di Roma traced edi­ 
torially the political cou rse of 
what it called “this extremely 
qu eer personage” in an effort to 
prove that Mr. Roosevelt’s do­ 
mestic and foreign policies b oth 
were confu sed.

Residents Along 
Ohio River Watch 
Flood Conditions 


Cincinnati, Feb . 4 (ZP)—A cry 
as old as the river, “she’s goin’ 
to flood,” rang throu gh the vast 
Ohio valley today b u t echoed 
among people b etter prepared to 
fight the b ig stream's ravages. 
From Pittsb u rgh to Cairo, the 
981 miles from the conflu ence of 
the Monongahela and Allegheny 
to the Mississippi, the flood 
warning was sou nded as melting 
snow and rain of a score pf wat­ 
ersheds pou red into the slowly 
swelling Ohio-. 
Far u p trib u tary streams, low­ 
land dwellers retreated to higher 
grou nd while au thorities made 
ready to repair damaged or de­ 
stroyed b ridges and roads. Some 
sections of smaller streams, su b ­ 
ject to “flash” floods, already 
were receding, their b u rden on 
its way to the Ohio. 
Rising streams had cau sed two 
deaths and fou r other persons 
were reported missing, all in 
West Virginia. Officials hoped to 
hold the toll far b elow that of 
previou s floods, even if the river 
shou ld top flood predictions. 
These indicated crests of three 
to seven feet ab ove flood stage at 
most points, which wou ld cover 
lowlands b u t do comparatively 
little damage.

A temporary ban on politics- 
in -g ov ern men t was in serted in 
the $725,000,000 relief bill, which 
the hou se approv ed y esterday 
an d sen t to Presiden t Roosev elt. 
Restriction s in the relief meas­ 
u re wou ld make it u n lawfu l for 
person s paid from an y federal 
apropriation to promise employ ­ 
m en t as a reward for political 
activ ity . In addition , WPA offi­ 
cials cou ld n ot threaten employ es 
with dismissal for political reas­ 
on s an d cou ld n ot solicit cam­ 
paig n fu n ds. 
Chairman Hatch (D-NM) of 
the su bcommittee said he wou ld 
seek to stren g then these prov i­ 
sion s an d coordin ate them in to 
perman en t leg islation . 
“The whole field of political co­ 
ercion of g ov ern men t workers 
mu st be ex plored, an d we mu st 
coordin ate an d rev ise ou r laws to 
brin g them u p to date an d make 
them en forceable,” Hatch as­ 
serted.

The pres­ 
ence of police on the streets and 
highways always tends to reduce 
accidents. 
‘Pennsylvania’s speed law of 50 
miles an hour has proven unpop­ 
ular with tourists and has 
caused thousands to avoid cross­ 
ing that state when possib le.

JAPANESE WARN OF

ATTACK ON RESORT 


Shanghai, Feb . 3 OP)—The Jap­ 
anese warning to foreigners to 
leave 
Killing, summer resort 
southeast of Hankow, b rought a 
storm of condemnation today 
from Kuling refugees in Shang­ 
hai who said that many of the 65 
foreigners now at the resort are 
either aged or invalids and are 
unab le to leave. 
The Japanese warning was 
presented to foreign consuls yes­ 
terday and asked that the for­ 
eigners, including 12 Americans, 
b e removed b efore Feb ruary IO 
b ecause of an imminent offensive 
against 
C hi n e s e 
guerrillas 
around Kuling. 
“It will mean death to these 
persons if they are forced to un­ 
dertake to descend the moun­ 
tain,” one foreigner previously 
evacuated from Kuling declared. 
Both the United States and 
British consuls here have re­ 
ferred the matter to their home 
governments and to the Hankow 
consulates in whose district Ku­ 
ling lies. 
Because 
of communications 
difficulties it was impossib le to 
ascertain tile plans of the for­ 
eigners at Kuling. 
Reports of sharp engagements 
b etween Chinese guerrillas and 
Japanese troops in the Yangtze 
valley indicated the evacuation 
might b e extremely difficult.

CONFIDENCE VOTE 
FOR COMMITTEE 
SPURS ACTIVITY

A P Staff Writer 
Indiana doctors are consider­ 
ing a p rogram of y early p lan­ 
ning for medical care of the p oor 
farm p eop le which, if carried 
ou t, may ald some 8,009 families. 
These are families the Farm 
Secu rity Administration is help ­ 
ing to get back on their feet 
economically with loans and ad* 
v ice. 
The ex ecu tiv e committee of 
the Indiana State Medical as­ 
sociation work ed ou t the p ro­ 
gram for the FSA. It is now be­ 
ing p u t u p to the cou nty medi­ 
cal societies, throu gh which it 
mu st op erate. 
The p rogram was first consid­ 
ered two y ears ago. The Ru ral 
Resettlement 
Administration, 
FSA’s foreru nner, realizing that 
farmers cou ldn’t work and p ay 
back loans and become self­ 
su p p orting if they were sick , 
went to the medical association 
for help in seeing that they got 
medical serv ice. 
The state ex ecu tiv e committee 
drew u p a p lan and, on Ap ril 
19 , 
19 37, decided to recommend it 
to cou nty societies. 
Howev er, 
none of the cou nty societies p u t 
it into op eration. 
The hou se of delegates of the 
American 
Medical 
Association 
p assed resolu tions in Chicago 
last Sep tember encou raging the 
medical p rofession to work with 
other agencies in seeing that the 
p oor got treatm ent. 
The state ex ecu tiv e commit­ 
tee finished a new p lan cm Nov . 
30 and decided to recommend it 
to the doctors of the state. The 
p rogram is being p u blished in 
the Febru ary issue of the jou rnal 
of the state association. 
Each cou nty society may tak e 
u p the p lan or leav e it alone. 
And it is u p to each p hy sician 
in any society adop ting the p ro­ 
gram whether he will p artici­ 
p ate. 
Local FSA ru ral rehabilitation 
su p erv isors are to tak e the p rop ­ 
osition u p with the societies. A 
society ap p rov ing the scheme 
will giv e the su p erv isor a list of 
its member p hy sicians who" hav i 
agreed to coop erate. The su p er­ 


v isor then will giv e the medical 
society a list of its clients. 
Each family may choose its 
own p hy sician. Tile state med­ 
ical association insisted on this 
freedom of choice. This m eans 
family 
doctors 
will 
continu e 
treating the same p eop le they 
hav e been treating, bu t on a dif­ 
ferent p lan. 
The doctor and the farmer will 
get together a t the beginning 
and estimate how mu ch money 
the family is lik ely to hav e to 
sp end in the y ear if all its med­ 
ical needs are tak en care of at 
the regu lar fees. 
The farmer 
will obtain an FSA loan for this 
amou nt. 
The farmer will tu rn this 
money ov er to a tru stee ap ­ 
p ointed by the medical society . 
The tru stee will div ide the fu nds 
into 12 equ al p arts, one for each 
month. 
Each doctor will tu rn into the 
tru stee each month a bill for his 
serv ices to FSA clients. A com­ 
mittee of the society mu st ap ­ 
p rov e these bills. 
If they rim ov er the amou nt 
the tru stee has set aside for that 
month, he will p ay the doctors 
in p rop ortion to the amou nt of 
work they did. If the tru stee has 
money left ov er, he will p u t it 
into a su rp lu s fu nd. 
This su rp lu s will be u sed to 
p ay any bills not tak en care of 
by the end of the y ear. If there 
is still some money left, it will be 
giv en back to the farm families. 
The p rogram is designed to 
jtak e care of all ordinary medical 
needs of a farm family . If a 
farmer’s wife has a baby , the 
p lan will p rov ide for a doctor. 
Bu t if some one has to go to a 
hosp ital for an op eration, the 
family concerned mu st get a 
sep arate loan.

say s the 
p rogram is intended to “stabil­ 
ize” medical serv ice to needy 
farmers. He said it is designed 
jto insu re their setting aside 
enou gh money to p ay for the 
'treatm ent they need. 
Althou gh the original p lan of 
ie association did not gain 
mu ch fav or in Indiana, sev eral 


other states, inclu ding Missouri, 
Michigan, Iowa and Kansas, p u t 
the p lan into effect and hav e 
been u sing it for abou t two 
y ears. 
Dr. R. C. Williams, national 
medical director; his assistant, 
Dr. F. V. Meriwether, and M. E. 
Hay s, 
regional 
coop erativ e 
sp ecialist, sp ok e for the FSA in 
negotiations with the state med­ 
ical association. 
Dr. Cleon A. Nafe of Indian­ 
ap olis is chairman of the ex ­ 
ecu tiv e committee of the state 
medical association.
